DETROIT, March 15.—(AP)— 
Five thousand sit-down strikers oc- 
cupying Chrysler Corporation au- 
tomobile plants for the eighth day 
still held them late tonight despite 
a court injunction ordering them to 


vacate the property. 

Circuit Judge Allan Campbell, 
acting on petition of the Chrysler 
Corporation against the strikers and 
officials of the United Automobile 
Workers of America and the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
ordered the men to evacuate the 
plants by 9 a. m. Wednesday and 
fixed a penalty of $10,000,000 to 
be levied on their ‘lands, goods and 
chattels” for failure to comply. 

“Think They'll Stick.” 

“Knowing their sentiments, ! 
don’t think they'll come out of the 
plants.” Richard T. Frankensteen, 
union organizational dire¢tér and a 
former employe of Chrysler’s Dodge 
division, said. He added that. “the 
corporation has a large force of 
strike-breakers waiting to go into ac- 
tion if the men come out. A picket 
line and old style strike would be 
dangerous to public safety. It would 
mean riots.” 

The U. A. W. A. abandoned to- 
night a plan to have strikers vote on 
obeying the injunction, 

Homer Martin, union president who 
flew from the national executive com- 
mittee’s meeting in Cleveland, made 
the announcement. 

“We did not put the men in the 
plants and we are not going to take 
them out,” Martin said. “We are 
not going to yote on that question.” 

Martin and other union leaders 
would not discuss what plans they 
were making in a series of conferences. 

Governor Frank Murphy, opening 2 
meeting with prosecutors of four 
Michigan industrial counties and rep- 
resentatives of the national guard at 
Lansing this afternoon, said: 

“There should be no willful diso- 
bedience of court orders nor defiance 
of public authority.”

ECCLES PROPOSES. 
INCOME TAX BOOST 


Reserve Chairman : Calls 
for Immediate Balancing 
of the Federal Budget. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—(/)— 
Marriner S. Eecles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board,: proposed to- 
night that taxes on incomes and prof- 
its be increased if necessary to bal- 
ance the budget promptly and prevent 
monetary inflation. 

He made the proposal in a public 
statement pledging continuation of the 
board’s “easy money” policy. 

It created a stir among members of 
congress who previously had asserted 
there was no possibility of major tax 
legislation at this session. 

“Let’s go -slow about increasing 
taxes.” commented Senator Robinson. 
the Democratic leader, when informed 
cf Eccles’ stand. 

Representative Vinson, Democrat, 
Kentucky, a member of the house ways 
snd means committee which originates 
tax legislation, bluntly observed: 

“Plenty of Taxes Now.” 

“T think we have plenty of taxes 
now.” 

The Eccles statement recalled that 
treasury and congressional leaders pre- 
dicted after a White House conference 
last August that taxes would not be 
increased. 

Eecles said that an upward spiral 
carrying wages and prices to infla- 
tionary price levels could be as dis- 
astrons as the downward spiral of 
deflation.

The supreme court of Georgia yes- 
terday upheld the right of Judge 
Claude C. Pittman, of Cartersville, de- 
feated in the September primary, to 
continue to hold the judgeship.of the 
Cherokee superior court circuit.

1) AGAIN DELAYED 


Noted Aviatrix Is  Ad- 
vised To Postpone Take- 
off Until Wednesday. 


OAKLAND, Cal., March 15.—() 
Stormy weather, the bane of fliers 
everywhere, caused a second postpone- 
ment today in the start of Amelia 
Earhart’s projected 27,000-mile world- 
girdling flight. 

Between 500 and 600-mile west- 
ward, directly on the 2,400-mile route 
to Honolulu, centered the same storm 
area that caused a delay in the flight 
yesterday. 

E. H. Bowie, United States weather 
bureau official, said the depression 
area was moved westward “very, 
very slowly,” while winds probably 
varying frum 35 to 50 miles an hour 
howled in its center. 

“Tt would be impossible for Miss 
Earhart to go through or above that 
area in a heavily loaded plane,” said 
Bowie. 

“She shoult\ wait until the condi- 
tion is completely cleared up which 
may not be until Wednesday.” 

The same storm area caused post- 
ponement of the flight of the Pan- 
American seaplane Hawaii. Clipper 
for Honolulu ‘en route to Manila, and 
the start ofa survey plane for Aus- 
tralia.

Eventually it is estimated that the 
Tacoma base, to be known officially 
as the “northwest air base,” will ac- 
commodate about 200 officers and 
1,100 or 1,200 enlisted men.

Grady Wares ; Aiding at Paducah ; 
Tells of City’s Fight Against Flood 


Stout-Hearted Residents Close on Heels of Receding 
' Waters, Reclaiming Homes, Opening Shops and 
Praising ‘Good Neighbors’ for Their Help. 


Flood waters have receded at Pa- 
ducah, Ky., and a stout-hearted citi- 
zenry has pursued them to the river 
banks, reclaiming land, home and busi- 


ness. 

In the midst of the rehabilitation 
movement is Mrs. Ruth Manning, one 
of the 20 Atlanta nurses rushed to 
the Ohio valley while the river was 
on ite worst rampage. Starting as a 
“general flunky” when first she ar- 
rived in submerged Paducah, she is 
now superintendent of nurses in the 
improvised schoolhouse  hospital— 
George Rogers Clark. 

Paducah was seven-eighths under 
water and practically all its 40,000 
inhabitants were homeless and sick 
and many dying when Mrs. Manning 
arrived January 30. ‘The nurses left 
Atlanta January 29. 

“Open for Business.” 

Today these same people are re- 
building a city—have served notice 
they are coming back, she reported in 
a letter to The Constitution. Busi- 
ness houses have been reclaimed, the 
glassless windows have been boarded 
up, new stocks have been purchased 
with limited cash and outside doors 
are the signe “Open for Business.” 

“Factories are working at capacity 
and Paducah is trying to put behind 
her the havoc wrought by the worst 
disaster in history,” Mre. Manning 
says. She has nothing but words of 
praise for these people. 

The citizens are thankful for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the Red Cross and 
the people of the United States who 
came to their financial aid in a time 
of need, she says. 

In the homes, caked with mud and 
water-soaked, the people are attempt- 
ing to begin life anew. Furniture is 
warped, clothing is ruined. Little 
can be saved. |

We are getting on the basis of a real 
hospital, using the ndation of my 
training from city general hospital. 
It really looked natural to see a ward 
with so many patients. In one ward 
we have 80. It really seems as if I 
were home again at Grady.” 

Mrs. Manhing tells many interest- 
ing stories of the flood itself. 

Cow Marooned. 

There was a family in the flood dis- 
trict who owned a fine cow. As the 
waters rose, they were forced to bring 
her on the back porch. The next day, 
so high were the waters, the cow was 
brought through the house, up the 
stairs and ‘placed on the front bal- 
cony. Later the family was forced 
to flee. The cow was left marooned 
on the baleony with 40 chickens and: 
a cat. 

A coast guard cutter passed and the 
crew saw the -cow. Up the side of 
the house went an enlisted man. He 
milked as the cat drank. 

The owner of the cow, chickens and 
cat was a patient of Mrs. Manning, 
: man by the name of Jimmie Hous- 
on. 

Her first refugee was a little dog. 
A lonely little black and white fe)- 
low. So pitiful an appeal did he make 
to the kindly nurse that she could not 
refuse him food and shelter. They 
became attached and Mrs. Manning 
adopted him as her “refugee,” made 
plans to bring him back to Atlanta 
with her, and christened him “Pa- 
ducah.” 

After several days of being cooped 
up, “Paducah” yearned for the open 
spaces and as the waters were reced- 
ing, out he went. He didn’t show up 
for supper. Food trucks had. failed 
to see him playing in the streets. He 
was dead. 

“Some of the girls went home but 
I am still here,” Mrs. Manning in- 
forms the homefolks.” and I feel it 
is my duty to stay’as long as I can 
be of service. One thing that almost 
made me sick was my typhoid serum. 
I guess it was because I was so weak- 
ened and working so hard. I have 
never been sick in recent years.”

NO MORE TORTURE 

The action of the prison com- 
mission in ordering the elimination 
of stocks from the chain gang camps 
of the state will be universally ap- 
proved by the people of the state. 

The announcement contained the 
news of the abolition of a means 
of discipline few knew was still be- 
ing used in the state’s penal sys- 
tem. It is difficult to realize that 
this abomination could have existed 
in Georgia until this time. 

Some years ago, loyal Georgians 
found much to object to in certain 
current books dealing with our 
chain gang system. The people -of 
Georgia were outraged at being held 
up to the contempt of the nation 
for conditions which, according to 
their information, did not ‘exist in 
the state’s prison camps. The in- 
dictment was so sweeping that 
Georgians had a right to continue 
being resentful. But, in the light 
of what is now learned touching the 
use of stocks to subdue unruly con- 
victs, at least in some of the camps, 
it is not possible for the people of 
Georgia to be as positive in their 
stand, 

The prison commission deserves 
credit for getting rid of this grue- 
some instrument of cruelty. There 
was simply no excuse for a contin- 
uance of brutality so revolting, so 
obnoxious to the sensibilities of a 
civilized people. 

Let us compliment the commis- 
sion on having seen its humani- 
tarian duty. But to say that is 
merely to take to heart the clear 
obligation of public opinion to re- 
main eternally vigilant against any 


treatment of convicts. That’ until

The appeal now being voiced for 
help for the blind, or the visually 
handicapped, carries with it an urge 
of sympathetic compulsion rarely 
equaled by any of the numerous 
campaigns for funds which call to 
our emotions and to the opening of 
our purses. 

The American Foundation for the 
Blind, of which Helen Keller is the 
inspiration and the guiding spirit, 
is staging a nation-wide drive for 
sorely needed funds. In Atlanta the 
work is being directed by the Fifth 
District Chapter of the Georgia As- 
sociation of Workers for the Blind. 


It is doubtful if there is any or- | | 
professional men of any type, to 


ganization which has been such a 
help, such a guide and such a 
needed companion to the blind peo- 
ple of the nation as the American 
Foundation for the Blind. 
brought to tens of thousands of 
these handicapped citizens a new 
hope, a new cheer and a new com- 
fort. 

Through its efforts the “Talking 
Books,”’ greatest invention of the 
ages for blind people, have been 
placed, by the co-operation of the 
federal government, within reach of 
a-majority of blind people. It was 
the Foundation that perfected the 
process of Braille printing on both 
Sides of the paper, thus effecting 
great economies in cost of Braille 
wolumes and also reducing their 
bulk. 

The Foundation has co-operated 
with state and city governments 
and other agencies, promoting legis- 
lation in behalf of the blind and 
discovering many new classes of vo- 
cational opportunities for these vis- 
wally handicapped people. 

The Foundation has answered 
tens of thousands of inquiries from 
blind people, has given away 4,690 
radios to the needy blind and has 
-awarded 174 scholarships to worthy 
‘blind students, aggregating in value 
$39,280. It was the chief factor in

. ‘AN UNFAIR TAX 

The general assembly has before 
it a measure virtually doubling the 
present tax of 10 per cent on cigars 
and cigarets and imposing a 20 per 
cent tax on smoking tobacco, chew- 
ing tobacco, snuff and all other to- 
bacco products. 

Cigarets are to be taxed accord- 
ing to their individual length, and 
nothing that looks, tastes or. burns 
like tobacco is to escape the tax 
collector. This is reminiscent of 
the now extinct Alabama statute on 
beer: Nothing could be sold which 
might conceivably remind anyone 
of the existence of such a beverage 
as beer. 

After all, there is such a thing as 
taxing the smoker into a state of 
revolt, or at least of resentment, 
strongly affecting the amount of 
cigarets and the like he cares to 
buy. There is also the possibility 
of making the cigaret and cigar 
bootlegger an addition to the army 
of law-breakers already existing as 
the result of unenforceable legisla- 
tion. The height of the ridiculous. 
is reached when chewing tobacco 
and snuff are made the target of 
legislative intrusion. 

Granted that the state needs 
revenue—more revenue than is now 
in sight—it is neither just nor fair 
that tobacco products should be 
singled out for a discriminatory and 
destructive tax.. 

Especially is the .proposed raise 
in the tobacco, tax unwise in view 
of the increasing importance of the 
tobacco crop in Georgia. 

Certainly the legislature can find 
a better and more just way to se- 
cure needed revenue than a 100 per 
cent increase in the tax on tobacco. 

In the last analysis, the tax might 
defeat its own objectives .of in- 
creased revenue by sending the 
smokers of Georgia to other states 
for their cigars and cigarets. Not 
only would the state thus receive, 
in all probability, less returns from 
a 20 per cent tax than it does now 
from a 10 per cent tax but there 
would be a further loss in_tax re- 
ceipts. because reduced patronage 
would drive out of business many 
of the thousands of prosperous 
small tobacco stores now operating 
in the state. 

It is to be hoped that the legis- | 
lature will realize the unsoundness 
of this proposed tax raise and refuse 
to put it into effect.

NEW YORK.—With 21,000 Ital- 
ian troops regularly regimented under 
Italian staff officers driving on Ma- 
drid-in the Guadalajara section, the 
capital's fate seems about to be set- 
tled.in short time. Against Italy the 
Loyalists have no chance. Italy is 
a highly efficient militarized state and 
the Valencia government possesses 
only a -makeshift army of hastily 
drilled militia: That militia can nat 
hold-out against an extremely mobile 
mechanized force of the perfect type 
that Italy can Jaunch and which is,

Last Sunday morning a group of 
newspaper people felt the urge to 
spend a day in Charleston, looking at 
the famous gardens there and other- 
wise enjoying the delights of that fas- 
cinating old city. 

We took off in a magnificent new 
ship of the air, at Candler Field, at 
7:15 o'clock Sunday morning and we 
were at the Charleston airport just 
two hours later. Didn’t hurry, either. 
Averaged only 168 miles an _ hour, 
whereas the plane’ could easily have 
made 200. 

So, today, Charleston is “two hours 
away” from Atlanta, exactly the same 
distance that Decatur was, a century 
ago.

Neyer was such action more needed— 
and never did it promise more.

The orthopedist—but what is an or- 
thopedist ? One who practices ortho- 
pedics. Orthorpedics is a branch of 
surgery which has to do with the 
treatment of diséases of the spine, 
bones, joints and correction of deform- 
ities. Originally the word orthopedic 
meant straight child, but this field of 
practiagriatoded adult deformities as 

The orthopedist cites the experien 
of a patient, a woman aged 9 we 
who suffered with severe arthritie ot 
the upper part of spine with secondary 
left-sided brachial neuritis— neuritis in 
arm. She was puzzled because when 
lying in bed at night she was unable 
to change her position, whereas when 
she rested across the bed in the aft- 
ernoon she had no trouble in turning 
over or in arising at any time. The 
orthopedist perceived the reason for 
that. The mattress sagged when laid 
upon lengthwise, but not when laid 
upon otherwise. At least the patient’s 
Posture was ‘less disturbed when she 
lay crosswise on the bed. The doctor 
had fracture boards placed across the 
bed beneath the mattress, to prevent 
Sagging, and that made the patient 
independent of her sister’s help during 
the night. . He offers this observation, 
which should be of practical value for 
many invalids or near-invalids, as well 
ag folk whose sleeping equipment is 
poor—and what a vast number of peo- 
ple. drag along with faulty sleeping 
equipment just because they are more 
or less inured to the discomfort of the 
old bed! 

“s have learned by experience that a 
firm spring or, better, no bed-spring 
whatever, is helpful in many condi- 
tions of bedily informity. The rigid 
bed is fully as useful as a health 
measure since it makes possible a bet- 
ter posture during sleep and thus fa- 
vors the normal functions of impor- 
tant bodily organs. I ueed to sympa- 
thize with my fracture patients who 
objected to a fracture board, but after 
trying one myself I would not willing- 
ly return to an ordinary bed.” 

By fracture board is meant a broad 
flat board placed crosswise on the bed 
rails under the mattress, to prevent 
sagging of the bed. 

It is well to remember that a nor- 
mal person changes position man) 
times in the course of a night’s sleep, 
without waking. 

Sagging beds have a good deal te 
do with discomfort and disability in 
such conditions as lumbago, sciatica 
and sacro-iliac relaxation or strain.

IS PASSED BY HOUSE 


Would Restore Former Levy 
Against All Heavy 
Road Vehicles. 


The house of representatives passed 
a $3,000,000 bus and truck tax late 
yesterday to support the administra- 
tion’s program for improving rural 
post roads. 

Passage of the measure came short- 
ly after house and senate had agreed 
on differences in a bill to create the 
rural post roads division of the State 
Highway Department for execution of 
the program. 

The house read and prepared for 
action today a bill by Representative 
Freeman, of Bibb county, to double 
the present 10 per cent tax on cigars 
and cigarets. The bill was amended 
so that the present 10 per cent tax 
will remain on snuff, chewing tobacco 
and smoking tobacco. A vote on this 
bill is expected this morning. 

The house also passed, at its night 
session last night, a bill reducing the 
number of state bank “calls” from 
four to two a year and the number of 
examinations given bank directorates 
from two a year to one. The bill had 
the indorsement of the State Banking 
Department. 

The tax on trucks and buses, 
which ‘must go to the senate, would 
be in addition to all other levies 
made against motor vehicle operators. 

Substitute Bill Wins. 

Faced with a stack of amendments 

and four substitute proposals for the 
original measure, the house concluded 


substitute offered by a standing com- 
mittee and amendments brought in by | 
a special subcommittee which studied. 
the proposals over the week end. 

An attempt to repeal the present 
mileage tax on trucks and buses failed 
in spite of support of some admin- 
istrationists for the move. 

The rates set up by the bill are 
the same for privately-owned trucks 
ns those of the 1932 automobile tag 
act—the last graduated tag scale he- 
fore inauguration of the “$3 bargain 
rate” for all vehicles in 1933, 

The measure would not affect the 
tag rate on passenger automobiles, 
and trucks or buses would be re- 
quired to. buy the $3 tags as well as 
the new “maintenance” plates. 

In his message to the assembly yes- 
terday, Governor Rivers said the ad- 
ministration was planning to finance 
the rural roads program with such a 
maintenance levy on heavy vehicles. 

Goes To Governor. 

The agreement on amendments to 
the posts roads bill will send that 
measure to Rivers’ desk. It embodies 
one of his campaign pledges. 

One of the most controversial issues 
it should 
apply to farmers owning trucks and 
operating them only in conjunction 
with their farms, 

The house first voted an amendment 
exempting such trucks, then reconsid- 
ered the action and voted the amend- 
ment out. 

Several members expressed hope the 
senate would exempt “the small farm- 
er,” while others pointed out that the 
roads to be improved under the act 
would benefit farmers more than any 
other class. 

In addition to all other taxes levied 
against buses and trucks, including the 
mileage tax, the new rates would be: 

For buses: Any passenger-carrying 
vehicle with a capacity of eight or 
more passengers. 

Weight tax: All buses weighin 
10,000 pounds or less, $1 per 100 | j 
pounds of gross weight; weighing 
more than 10,000 pounds and Jess than 
15,000, $1.50 per 100 pounds; over 
15, 000 pounds, $2 per 100 pounds. 

Seat tax: For each passenger seat, 
$10. An amendment to make the seat 
tax $5 for each seat in a bus operat- 
ing over a schedule of less than 100 
miles was rejected. Likewise, an 
amendment which would have ex- 
empted buses operating within city 
limits was rejected. 

Rates Are Set. 

Truck tax: For the purposes of the 
tax, trueks were divided into two 
classes—those operated by their own- 
ers for their own use only; and those 
operated for hire or as motor contract 
carriers. The rates would be:

It 
can cover 25 or 30 miles in a day 
with little or no trouble. 

Some Sahara camels have been spe- 
cially trained and can make as much 
as 250 miles in a five-day journey, 
doing without water all the time. Rec- 
ords of from 90 to 100 miles in a 
single day are claimed for certain 
‘pacing’ camels. Pacing camels s 
ulong with a roeking motion which 
may make the rider wish he could have 
tore comfort ‘a his traveling. 

We speak of camels going without 
water for days at a stretch, but we 
must remember that the animals hav« 
pouches in their stomachs for storing 
water. One pouch will hold as much as 
six quarts of water. After taking a

The name “caravan” has been traced 
back to an old Persian word meaning 
“people” or “army” It is used to 
cescribe a large number of people and 
can@ls traveling across the desert. Cer- 
tain Sahara caravans have contained 
more than a thousand. camels, and 
have stretched out for a distance of 
two or three miles. 

The goods transported by caravans 
include dates, cotton, salt, gold, ivory 
and grain. A single full-grown eamel 
van carry a load of half a ton. 

Caravan travel is slow. A journey 
from the northern edge of the Sahara 
to Timbuctu near the southern edge 
may take two or three months. Four- 
teen years ago the French government 
ordered the same trip to be made in 
motor vehicles of the tractor type, and 


‘the distance ‘vas covered in two weeks. 


This test led to other motor journeys 
across the Sahara. 

Plans to lay railroads across the 
great desert have been made, but have 
uot been realized so far. A still more 
modern method of travel has eome, 
hnowever—the airplane, which needs 
neither roads nor rails, Airplanes 
eruss the Sahara from north te south, 
and from east to The crossing

List of Witnesses at Baldwin 
Trial Resembles Social 
Register. 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va., March 15. 
(?)}—Charles Baldwin, alert but calm, 
heard the state ask a first-degree mur- 
der verdict today for the death of his 
wealthy mother. 

With a witness list which read in 
part like a social register of this Ohio 
river city, the trial of the 41-year- 
old attorney and former army captain 
moved along rapidly. 

A jury to hear testimony about the 
death of Mrs. Juliette Buffington En- 
slow last October 17 was impaneled 
before noon and by mid-afternoon the 
parade of witnesses had started. 

The state charges that Baldwin, a 
son by a former marriage, killed the 
63-year-old widow of Frank Bliss En- 
slow, attorney and capitalist, in the 
bedroom of her mansion. 

Baldwin whispered “not guilty” as 
the trial started. 

John H. Meek, chief of defense coun- 
sel, asserted there was evidence to 
show a midnight prowler seeking loot 
had slain the wealthy widow. 

A large part of the opening state- 
ments and the opening testimony cen- 
tered around Baldwin taking narcotics. 
Meek said the defendant did so be- 
cause of his accident which left a 
painful leg stump. 

The prosecution told the jury: 

“Prior to the night of October 16, 
Charles Baldwin had been and is now 
a drug addict. Doctors will tell you 
one of the symptoms is that a n 
will go to any length to get that 
drug.” 

_ Meek asserted Baldwin had a suffi- 
cient supply of the narcotic and no 
need to seek the supply kept for him 
by his mother in her rooms.

Plan Said To Be Most Far-Reaching Ever Promulgated by 
Progressive South Georgia County; Enthusiasm

TIFTON, Ga., March 15.—The 
most concise, but most far-reaching 
four-point program ever promulgated 
in Tift county was settled on today 
as Tift county officially entered The 
Atlanta Constitution’s $7,500 Progres- 
sive Government Awards program and 
prepared to “bring the $3,500 first 
award to this progressive county.” 

County officials, led by N. L. Coar- 
sey, chairman; other county officers, 
civic leaders and citizens were enthnu- 
siastic concerning Tift’s bid for first 
place and prepared to take the pro- 
gram to every section of the county. 

Although there were only four 
points in the program, they are elas- 
tic enough to permit many operations 
under each of the headings.

Items in Program.

_ Text of Governor Rivers’ Message on State’s Tax Problems i 


The text of Governor Rivers’ 
address, delivered yesterday aft- 
ernoon before a joint gathering 
of both branches of the general 
assembly, follows: 


The work of this general assembly 
at this session has made history for 
harmony, dispatch and constructive 
humanitarian legislation unparalleled 
in this, or any other commonwealth. 
From all parts »f Georgia, and indeed 
the nation, there rings in our ears 
the plaudits your splendid accom- 
plishments so justly merit. 

Starting this session with an over 
whelming mandate of the people oi 
Georgia translated inte a Democratic 
platform of principles, you set. about 
at the outset to do-for the people of 
Georgia what they have willed to 
have done for them. You have not 
been able to enact the entire program 
into law up to this time solely by 
reason of lack of time within which 
to do so. However, you have pro- 
ceeded as far with the program as 
the length of the session thus far 
has possibly permitted and witbout 
doubt, by the same hard work the 
remainder of the session, you will be 
able to complete it. No legislative 
body could have done more; none 
heretofore has done so much. 

PLEADS FOR COOL HEADS 
AND CALM TEMPERS 

Indeed you have worked so hard 
and so faithfully morning, noon and 
night until you are bound to be tired 
in body, despite pene alertness of 
mind and indomitable spirit to finish 
your work. At such a stage of the 
legislative session, when the people’s 
representatives are tired and weary, 
is the stage of the session when we 
must be most on guard against the 
forces of reactionaryism and of sel- 
fish intetests who are ever alert to 
try to thwart the will oi the people 
and bring failure to our work. I am 
reliably informed that some of these 
forces in Georgia, who most want 
you to fail—yes, us to fail— ,have 
teen holding nightly meetings devis- 
ing and scheming means to bring 
discord and friction into our ranks 
and to destroy ihe harmony and dis- 

atch with which your service has 
Soe marked up to now. But I bid 
you to be of good cheer, to keep 
your feet on the ground, your heads 
cool, your tempers calm, and I pray 
that 1 may be able to do likewise in 
co-operating with you to the end that 
our triumph in the interest of the 

ople of Georgia may be completed 
by the time we sound sine die ad- 
journment. : 

We started out this session—you 
and I—carrying out the platform of 
the Democratic pasty and the man- 
date of the people of this state and, 
with the a of God, we will end the 
session in the same manner, despite 
the sinister forces ever present to 
nag and annoy those devoutly engaged 
in doing good. These forces always 
creep in seeking to exaggerate minor 
disappointments and magnify honest 
differences on details so as to create 
a state of confusion and bring about 
unbridgable chasms. But this is one 
session of the general assembly of 
Georgia, I feel free to. predict, in 
which their poionous propaganda will 
be blown back into their faces to 
further work their own well-accom- 


lished undoing. So,

MONEY NEEDED NOW 
TO BACK PROMISES 


In approaching the task of this 
assembly, we started off logically, 
in my judgment, first to show the 
people of Georgia for what purpose 
we expected to spend their money; 
second, to show them what relief 
we expected to give them from their 
present tax burdens; and we have 
now arrived at the stage when we 
must raise the money to finance this 
program for the people. Parts of 
the program are financed by specific 
measures and definite allocations. 


For example, free schoolbooks are to}. 


be financed with the beer and wine 
taxes: rural routes are to be fi- 
nanced with the maintenance tax on 
trucks and buses, matched by WPA, 
farm-to-market and other federal 
road funds. The financing of these 
services in this manner you will be 
able to accomplish at this session on 
a permanent basis, which need not 
give you concern about these parts 
of the program, except probably for 
some amendments of these specific 
financing measures in future years 
as our experience with their opera- 
tion may warrant. But, in general, 
at the close of this session we will 
be able to say that we have definitely 
and reasonably permanently, in the 
main, finaneed the program for free 
echoolbooks and rural routes to 
where there will be no need of se- 
riously considering a change in these 
finance measures of the program at 
least during this administration. 
These part. of the program will take 
their place as having been reason- 
ably well settled along with the fi- 
nancing of our state highway sys- 
tem by the gasoline tax allocations. 

The fifth plank in the Democratic 
party platform of our state, however, 
calls for a general revision of our 
basic system of taxation to support 
generally the activities of our state 
government not financed by specifi- 
cally allocated measures. The fifth 
plank in the platform calls for “a 
modern. intelligent system of taxa- 
tion.” To write such a system will 
require a special session of the gen- 
eral assembly devoied solely and ex- 
clusively to that subject matter. To 
write such a system’ will require 
granting to the assembly the right 
to classify property for taxation, 
which we do not now have under 
our conetitution. You have wisely 
passed a proposal to be voted on by 
the people on June 8, this year, giv- 
ing the assembly the right to classify 
property for taxation. Until the peo- 
ple have voted favorably upon that 
proposal we cannot write a modern, 
intelligent, equitable, efficient and 
economical system of taxation to fi- 
nance the general operation of the 
state government to carry on the 
governmental services our people 
need, deserve and want. There has 
neve: been an assembly in the hie- 
tory of this state that the people 
could trust with more faith to write 
a tax system, in my judgment, than 
this assembly. 


SPECIAL SESSION IN 
NEXT 12 MONTHS 


Therefore, it is my purpose, in the 
event the people pass favorably upon 
the classification tax amendment you 
are submitting to them in June, to 
call a special session of this assem- 
bly some time within the next 12 
months to devote the entire time to 
writing this modern and intelligent 
tax system called for in the platform. 
To write such a system calls for 
months of study of the experience of 
other states, and especially the laws 
of our sister etates, so as not to put 
our people at a disadvantage with 
the people of these states, end many 
other details impossible to work out 
when there are other considerations 
in a session than the one subject 
matter of taxation. 

For more than two decades, to my 
own knowledge, the people of Geor- 
gia have been chafing under our 
present system of taxation and have 
had their hopes dashed when ses- 
sions of the assembly would close 
without such a change being accom- 
plished. They have come to expect 
failure to enact a tax system but 

resign 


tbey Rave never emselves 


to a fate of enduring forever the 
present obsolete system. None of us 
¢xpected at the outset of this ees- 
sion, without a classification amend- 
ment and with the many other prob- 
lems confronting us, to be able to 
write a nereet tax system at this 
time. But all of us did expect, and 
still expect, that this administration 
will ‘ultimately be able to carry out 
this plank ef-our platform through a 
special tax session, just as we are 
carrying vut other planks of the plat- 
furm. So, I would have the people of 
Georgia know, as you and I know, 
that whatever measures are passed 
to finance our program at the out- 
set are temporary and stop-gap legis- 
lation solely. These emergency fi- 
nancing measures will be enacted in 
order to give these benefits prompt- 
ly to the people, pending our holding 
@ special tax session to write a mod- 
ern, intelligent and reasonably per- 
manent tax system for our people 
CONFIDENT OF APPROVAL FOR 


CLASSIFICATION AMENDMENT 


The people have been loathe to vote 
a classification amendment for fear 
that the home and personalty of the 
poor, would be classified out of pro- 
portion with the property of the 
rich. By the passage of the —— 
for exemptions on homes and house- 
hold and kitchen furniture from tax- 
ation, we remove this fear from the 
hearts of this class of our people to 
where they wil, in my opinion, be 
willing to vote. simultaneously with 
these exemptions, to give the general 
assembly the right to properly clas- 
sify property for taxation, so that in 
submitting the exemption proposals, 
whereby the homeowner is given a 
fair tax exemption stake in the com- 
munity, I feel confident the classifi- 
cation amendment will receive a fa- 
vorable vote, too. 

In writing a modern and intelli- 
gent system of taxation due concern 
and consideration must be given to 
enforcement provisions. This calls for 
an exhaustive legal and administra- 
tive study of each part of the tax 
system. One of our great troubles in 
Georgia, and indeed with any system 
of taxation, is the lack of proper 
and equitable enforcement. When the 
enforcement machinery is not effi- 
cient and edaquate, the rate of tax- 
ation and the number of taxes must 
be increased to make up for the losses 
through lack of effective enforce- 
ment. This works a double burden on 
the taxpayer who honestly wants to 
support his government because he 
not only pays his own tax _ but, 
through higher rates and more nu- 
merous forms of taxes, pays the tax 
of the tax dodger and the tax chis- 
eler. When we come to our special 
session of this assembly to write a 
program of taxation, these enforce- 
ment and administrative provisions 
must be effectively and intelligently 
made. It is obvious to everyone that 
such a permanent system cannot be 
writen at anything except a special 
session of the assembly devoted ex- 
clusively to the question of taxation. 

There enters into the question of 
a permanent system also the factor 
of competition between Georgia and 
the other states in the acquisition of 
capital and of industry because move- 
ments of capital and industry are 
influenced by taxation. This cir- 
cumstance of competition takes on 
particular importance in the case of 
Georgia because we have not been 
receiving our proper share of the 
southward industrial migration, be- 
cause we are in effect a deficit area 
for capital, and because the people 
of Georgia during the past decade 
were able to maintain their standard 
of living only by going further and 
further in debt to the people of other 
states. ‘The collapse of wages in 
Georgia from 1920 to 1930 as given 
in “contemporary Georgia” causes 
us to almost have a case of the “‘jit- 
ters.” These things necessarily must 
be maturely considered when we en- 
act a permanent, a modern and an 
intelligent tax system. They. can 
only be so considered in a special 
session devoted exclusively to taxa- 
tion. There are no miracles in state 
finances. We cannot afford to write 
a tax system that permanently in- 
jures our future development; espe- 
cially since Georgia stands on the 
threshold of a great industrial expan- 
sion and natural resources develop- 
ment. 

USE OF FEDERAL FUNDS 


URGED AS REMEDY 

There is no way by which Georgia, 
considering 1ts present level of wealth 
and income, can bring its standard 
of governmental activity and social 
service up to a level of the average 
state in the union without either im- 
posing taxes at rates very much 
higher than the average state or by 
receiving funds from the federal 
treasury under some sort of federal 
equalization arrangement. For this 
reason, alone, it is most necessary 
that, while the federal government is 
makinge available funds of various 
sorts in the way of social security 
and other benefits, we adjust our tax 
system on a permanent, modern and 
up-to-date basis to the end that we 
can take full advantage of these fed- 
eral funds. Should we not finally 
take full advantage of each and ev- 
ery fund made possible to us by the 
federal government, we will sooner 
or later face the crisis of having to 
impose taxes at rates that will put 
us at a considerable disadvantage 
with the other states in the nation, 
in order to give our people these gov- 
ernmental services given by other 
states which are governmental serv- 
ices they deserve, demand and will 
finally get in one way of another. 
In my judgment, the only long-run 
cure for Georgia’s fiscal difficulties 
is through the avenue of federal 
equalization funds. All signs point 
to the fact that one of the great. 
coming conflicts in American history 
will revolve around the question of 
equalizing opportunity and govern- 
mental service between the relatively 
fortunate and rich areas of the coun- 
try and the relatively poor areas. We 
are having a survey made in Georgia 
at this time for the purpose of mak- 
ing out a case with the federal gov- 
ernment along these lines, especially 
with reference to conditions that ex- 
ist by reason of the low taxpaying 
ability of certain classes of our citi- 
zens. As an illustration of what I 
have in mind along these lines, this 
administration is now preparing to 
present the strongest possible case to 
the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice Commission for continuation of 
the program of federal! aid to public 
health in Georgia. We - presented 
such a case to the federal govern- 
ment for education in Georgia in 
1934 and 1935 and received some 
temporary aid, but this effort wae 
not followed up by the last adminis- 
ro and the ground gained wae 
ost. 

The fact is that, the tax-paying 
ability per capita of Georgia is less 
than 50 per cent of the tax-paying 
ability of the average state of the 
nation, and approximately 20 per cent 
less than the tax-paying ability per 
capita of the average of the 13 other 
southern states. This strikingly il- 
lustrates the point I have just made 
that the only hope of Georgia main- 
taining its standard of governmental 
services on a par with that of the 
average state of the nation is to 
either double our tax per capita or 
secure federal equalization. The only 
hope Georgia has of maintaining its 
standard of governmental services on 
a par with the 13 other southern 
states fs to either levy a 20 ner cent 


higher tax per capita than the aver] 
fed-

eral equalization for these services. 
It is obvious from these facts that 
Georgia must gn | take advan- 
tage of all the tede aid possible, 
else burden our people almost to the 
point of iscation,. be tim- 
inated against in competition for in- 
dustry, or: deny our people the gov- 
ernmental services given by other 
states which we cannot afford to do. 
ANTIQUATED TAX PLAN 

IS HAMPERING STATE } 

It must not be understood, how- 
ever, from the statement 1 have just 
made that Georgia is to be excused 
from doing its full duty when we 
come to setting up a permanent tax 
system. Nor mast it be construed 
that we are doing that full duty 
now. We are not doing our full duty 
by reason of our antiquated tax sys- 
tem and our antiquated methods of 
tax enforcement. 

North Carolina‘has an average tax- 
paying ability slightly below the aver- 
age of the southern states, and ap- 
proximately the same as Georgia; yet 
she appropriated last year for the 
support of higher education $5,826,- 
533.11, and for public schools $2U,- 
854,759.72, a total for education of 
more than 26 million dollars. So, 
while it is true that Georgia has an 
average tax-paying ability per capita 
below the average of either the south- 
ern states and below the average olf 
the United States, we now have ap- 
sroximately the same as North Caro- 
ina; yes, even with the program 
submitted in the budget for education 
at this session, gives Jess than the 
support to education given by North 
Carolina. If North Carolina can give 
ker educational institutions more than 

$26,000,000 per year, and still rank 
high in competition for industry, we 
in Georgia ca: write a tax system 
that will more adequately support 
our educational institutions and other 
governmental services, But there is 
involved in the writing of such a 
system, as you will see from these 
various elements involved ,such a 
tedious task of concentrated study 
and effort as cannot be accomplished 
except through a special session of 
the general assembly, devoted entirely 
to the question of tax revision and 
only when the general assembly has 
the power to classify property for 
taxation as is proposed in the amend- 
ment you are submitting to the peo- 
ple at the coming June election. 

So that at this session of the as- 
sembly the only tax legislation for 
financing our program, other than 
that specifically allocated as I have 
heretofore outlined, must be tempor- 
ary and stop-gap measures. It is to 
the enactment of these temporary 
measures that I wish to address the 
major part of this message to you. 
TEMPORARY FINANCING 
PLAN IS NEEDED 

We cannot await a special tax ses- 
sion to finance these additional 
necessary governmental services for 
our people. To do so would postpone 
putting into effect our seven months’ 
minimum school term program, our 
old-age pensions, aid for the blind, 
the crippled, the dependent children, 
our health program, proper support 
of our eleemosynary institutions and 
the loss of millions of dollars of fed- 
eral benefits to our people. The 
Democratic platform calls for “ade- 
quate support of the educational in- 
stitutions of our state; . .. full co- 
operation with the federal govern- 
ment in all phases of school sup- 
port; the equalization of education- 
al opportunities for all children of 
the state through a system of state- 
supported schools, under local con- 
trol; a state system of schools un- 
der appropriate, professional educa- 
tional guidance; higher professional 
standards for administrators and 
teachers, reasonable tenure and ade- 
quate compensation promptly paid.” 
This cannot be accomplished with- 
out temporary financing measures 
passed at this session. We cannot 
afford to delay meeting the pressing 
needs of the children and the teach- 
ers of Georgia until a special tax 
session. We must do it at this ses- 
sion. 

The Democratic platform calls for: 
“Reasonable old-age pensions, espe- 
cially in co-operation with the fed- 
eral government in caring for the 
old people of our state.” The gen- 
eral assembly cannot afford not to 
pass tax measures necessary to se- 
cure -prompt assistance for the “‘de- 
pendent, old people of this state 
through the old-age pension program 
of the federal government.’’ We can- 
not disappoint our old people by ask- 
ing them to wait for a special tax 
session; we must not delay them in 
getting their pensions. The only way 
to give old-age pensions to them 
promptly is by enacting emergency 
and temporary tax measures in this 
session. 

HEALTH PROGRAM 
Is AFFECTED 

The Democratic platform declares: 
“That Georgia must take a forward 
step in matters of public health. We 
realize that the health of the yore 
is the state’s most vital asset, 6 
call upon the legislature to adopt a 
comprehensive health program, to see 
that ample provision is made to take 
full advantage for the people from 
benefits made possible by the federal 
government, which would aid the in- 
digent, the crippled, the blind, and 
in the prevention of disease.” We 
cannot ask the sick people of Geor- 
gia, the blind and the crippled to 
wait for a special tax session. We 
must give these benefits promptly by 
enacting some temporary tax legisla- 
tion in this emergency at this ses- 


sion. 

The platform of the Democratic 
arty of the state, along these lines, 
urther emphasizes the necessity of 
prompt action (although of necessity 
it must be temporary at this ses- 
sio), when it says, “We deplore the 
policy of the present administration 
(referring to the Jast administration) 


is its failure to co-operate with ther 


federal government in’ securing these 
and other benefits made available to 
states under provisions of the social 
security legislation.” We must not 
have our administration subjected to 
the same criticism lodged against the 
last administration in failing to 
promptly give our people these bene- 
fits awaiting us at the hands of the 
federal government.

CITIZENS FAVOR 
TEMPORARY ACTION 

Thus, it is seen that while our 
new state py eye for approxi- 
mately $10,000, of new and addi- 
tional money, that $9,000,000 of the 
$10,000,000 is to be spent for old 
age pensions, aid for blind, the 
crippled, the dependent children, and 
for the gre health peace. near- 
ly all of which the federal govern- 
ment matches; and for the seven- 
month school term, which takes 

,000,000 off of the local tax bur- 
en. No Georgian in whose heart 
there exists a spark of love for hu- 
manity can complain at the passage 
of the necessary tax legislation, at 
this session, to finance these activi- 
ties; on the contrary, every old per- 
son in Georgia, every crippled child, 
every blind person, every sick and 
unfortunate person, every school child 
and every school teacher will have 
just cause to condemn us, as will 
the citizens of our state generally, 
unless we have the courage and the 
intelligence to pass at this session 
whatever tax es though of 
a temporary and emergency nature, 
to do this job, pending our special 
tax session to write a permanent, 
modern and intelligent system. 

The other approximate million 
dollars raised in the budget goes 
principally to better care of our 
eleemosynary institutions and our in- 
stitutions of higher learning. No 
Georgian who knows the conditions 
of our eleemosynary institutions and 
the pressing needs of our institu- 
tions of higher learning and who 
loves Georgia can criticize us for 
raising this much-needed money at 
this session. On the contrary, they 
will have every cause to criticize us 
if we fail to do so. Some of this 
extra million goes to natural re- 
sources and to finance the Tattnall 
county pri n, 

Our old budget called for approxi- 
mately $10,000,000. Our new budget, 
with these added activities I have 
detailed, calls for approximately 
20,000,000. This is a minimum budg- 
et cut to the bone for absolutely nec- 
essary funds, that must be provided 
at this session in some manner and 
which cannot, and must not, wait 
until we have our special tax ses- 
sion. When we do have out special 
tax session and do write a modern 
and intelligent and permanent tax 
system, we must, and will, still more 
adequately fmance old age pensions, 
aid to the blind, the crippled, the de- 
pendent children, the public health, 
the eleemosynary institutions, the in- 
stitutions of higher learning, the de- 
velopment of our natural resources 
and all of our governmental activi- 
ties necessary to keep Georgia the 
Empire State of the South in fact 
as well as in name, 

In order to finance the budget on 
the appropriation bill as it stands, 
we will, as you see, have to raise 
ten million dollars of new revenue. 
As I have heretofore stated, I do not 
feel that we can cut the appropria- 
tion bill a single dollar; it has al- 
ready been cut to the bone; if we 
are to give even partially the govern- 
mental service called for by the Dem- 
ocratic platform and the measures 
ou have enacted into law, we must 
eep the budget at its present low. 

The possible sources from which 
you can raise this added ten million 
dollars are as follows: 


INCOME TAX LAW 
AMENDMENT URGED 

In my opinion, the net income tax 
law can be amended so as to raise 
an additional four million dollars 
without doing an injustice to busi- 
ness and industry in Georgia. 

If the pending tobacco tax bill, 
known as the Alabama law, is passed 
after eliminating <herefrom snuff, 
chewing and smo  : tobacco, which 
I recommend you do eliminate, we 
can raise one million dollars new 
money from that source. 

Should you pass measures now 
pending relating to finance corpora- 
tions and stock transfer tax, and 
amendments to the inheritance and 
ift tax act, we can raise one mil- 
ion dollars new money in that man- 
ner. I realize that others are esti- 
mating these specific taxes to raise 
considerably more money than this; 
however, a conservative figure from 
the most authentic sources I have 
been able to consult, place the esti- 
mate at one million dollars and I rec- 
ommend that you consider this as 
being the amount to be raised there- 
from in considering the passage of 
these three measures. This will give 
us a total of six million dollars new 
money. 

Should you see proper to recom- 
mend that the Governor and the 
comptroller general restore the state 
ad valorem tax to five mills, this res- 
toration will give us two million dol- 
lars of new oe | this year and, 
after allowing for home and person- 
alty exemptions, will give us one mil- 
lion dollars new money ezch year 
thereafter that the five mills is 
levied. This, if recommended by you, 
will bring the total of new money 
available, to @ight million dellars: 
which will leave a deficit on the ten 
million dollars new money neeued, vu: 
two million dollars. | 

There are one of three ways in 
which you can, in my opinion, raise 
this additional two million dollars at 
this time. That is through the one- 
fourth of one per cent gross receipts 
tax, or a 1 per cent transaction tax 
on all transactions of $25, or a reve- 
nue measure from liquor. I recom. 
mend that from among these sources 
I have mentioned you raise the new 
money required at this time. 

There are other forms of taxes 
that have been suggested, a combi- 
nation from which we would be able 
to raise a sizable sum of the needed 
revenue. However, the time remain- 
ing of this session to work out the 
details of such a combination of 
taxes is, in my opinion, too short, 
and such matters should be left to 
the special tax session. 

You will note from reading the 
budget of the appropiration bill that 
there is no provision for a building 
program for our eleemosynary insti- 
tutions. The reason there is not is 
that the A geo chain store tax 
is allocated to the eleemosynary in- 
stitutions, and, should it pass, the 
money raised therefrom will be  Je- 
voted to this building program for 
these institutions.

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OPPOSE COURT REFORM 


Wallace To Make Two Ap- 
peals This Month To Win 
Farmers’ Support. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—(4)— 
Spokesmen for national farm organi- 
zations reported today that powerful 
forces on both sides of the supreme 
court controversy are making a mighty 
effort to win farm support. 

One leader expressed belief private- 
ly that mounting tension resulting 
from thie struggle might split the 
united stand of farm representatives 
on sOme pending farm measures. 

Leaders of the Farmers’ Union 
have spoken publicly on opposite sides 
of the court issue. 

Secretary Wallace, backing the ju- 
dicial reorganization proposed by the 
President, will apneal to farmers this 
month in two radio addresses. 

Working with Wallace is M. W. 
Thatcher, legislative representative 
for the’ Farmers’ National Grain Cor- 
poration and some state farmers’ 
union groups. 

The spearhead in the opnisition is 
Louis J. Taber, master of the Na- 
tional Grange. which says it has a 
membership of 800,000. Taber and 
Fred J. Brenckman, legislative repre- 
sentative. plan to testify against the 
court legislation at senate hearings. 

Taber said the Grange was more 
nearly united against “packing the 
supreme court” than on any other 
question in 25 years. 

Edward A. O’Neal, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
has not taken sides pnblicly. 

E. H. Everson. president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union, said he as an 
individual was opposed to ‘‘making 
or attempting to make the supreme 
court of the United States a rubber 
stamp.” 

Wallace has “guessed” that about 
60 per cent of the nation’s farmers 
now favor the President's legislation. 

Farm leaders agreed that the Presi- 
dent’s recent speeches on the court 
issue appealed directly to farmers. His 
references to “three-harse teams” and 
“fields that must be plowed” were in 
the farmers’ language, they pointed 
out.

Taxpayers of Atlanta went ’round 
and ‘round yesterday and came out 
poorer. It was government day. The

In the city, midnight was *he dead- 
line for municipal taxes, state and fed- 
eral income taxes and state automobile 
licenses. Some hardy souls also made 
it around to the county collection 
agency, where the deadline comes at 
the end of the month. 

Federal officials reported a- last- 
minute rush eclipsing all previous rec- 
ords, for the final day, with both the 
number of returns and the total cash 
collections topping last vear by a sub- 
stantial margin. ‘They reported ap- 
proximately 35,000 returns due by 
midnight. Some 20,000 had been filed, 
with a substantial portion of the re- 
maining 15,000 striving mightily to 
avoid delinquent penalties. 

Corridors of the income tax bureau 
on the second floor of the postoffice 
building resembled a football crowd 
heading through tunnels just before 
the opening whistle. MHarried clerks 
tried to answer four and five ques- 
tioners at a time, results not guaran- 
teed. Thousands of income tax blanks 


‘were passed out there and at the spe- 


cial desk in the postoffice lobby. Thou- 
sands of taxpayers were near passing 
out.

North's two no trump bid was a 
monkey wrench thrown into the ma- 
chinery. When North opened the bid- 
ding, South, with four and one-half 
honor tricks, tentatively set up a slam 
as the goal, but, at the same time, de- 
cided that he would not push the bid- 
ding that far unless he could deter- 
mine beyond doubt that North held a 
five-card suit. His own hand, de- 
spite its honor strength, was too bro- 
ken up to risk a 12 trick contract un- 
less he could look to one suit for a 
substantial number of tricks. The 
two heart bid therefore was more or 
less of an exploratory bid, South’s 
greatest hope being that North would 
West’s double (a bad 
one, by the way) threw North com- 
pletely. off stride. Why this shouid 
have been so is hard to say, but the 
fact remains that North’s reaction to 
the double was typical of a less-than- 
expert player. North had not only 
one but two good bids avaibale. Far 
the best would have been a simple 
pass, but the second choice of three 
clubs would have done no harm. 

In a situation of this type, where 
the responder’s jump bid is doubled, 
a pass by the opener implies accept- 
ance only in a limited sense. Thus, 
two hearts in North’s hand were suf- 
ficient. The only excuse for a rescue 
would have been a void or a singleton 
heart. The no trump rescue flattened 
South’s slam aspirations as abrupt- 
ly as though North had reached over 
and torn up one of his aces. North 
now was to be the declarer, whether 
in clubs or no trump, and it was 
quite obvious to South that the com- 
manded heart lead through his .own 
king-jack would be fatal. Two tricks 
probably would be lost at the start. 

Obviously, had North done either of 
the two things that were logical, the 
partnership would have been in great 
shape. If North had passed, South 
would have been delighted to abandon 
his slam aspirations in favor of a 
much surer and probably just as prof- 
itable redouble. South .would have 
worried little about West’s. trump 
holding, since the side suit honors. in 
the North-South hands would _ be 
bound to produee six or seven tricks. 
As a matter of fact, South could have 
made 10 tricks on his contract for 
eight. -West could not have taken 
more than three trump rticks. This 
would have come to 240 points below 
the line and 800 above, not counting 
the rubber bonus. Or, if North had 
made the second: best bid of three 
clubs, South would have climbed to a 
six no trump contract with himself as 
declarer, thus insuring that no open- 
ing lead could be ruinous.

Whether you are overweight, un- 
derweight or streamlined, the chin 
area is the feminine Achilles heel, and 
may show signs of age before you have 
the slightest idea of growing old. 


In reducing, the chinline should be 
gs first consideration, for as the 
at is removed, the muscles must be 
firmed and rounded to support the 
skin as a smooth covering, and the 
skin itself must be toned to prevent 
slack and wrinkles. W.ithout suffi- 
cient exercise, reducing can be an 
ageing process. 

Thin, improverished throats prove 
there is desperate need of increased 
circulation in that area. You weight 
gainers can beautify the contour of 
the throat and erase crisscross lines 
as you add curves. The extra cal- 
ories in the menu will fill out the 
tissues, and exercise smooths out the 
wrinkles. 

Even you normal weights have 
chin worries. You must give your 
throat the same daily care and pro- 
tection that you give your face—lest 
you proclaim your calendar age. If 
you're not careful, the throat muscles 
will atrophy from lack of use and 
the throat look scraggly or baggy, de- 
pending on the amount of subcuta- 
neous tissue. It’s not how much exer- 
cise you take that makes firm con- 
tours—it’s the regularity.

Before you exercise, cleanse the 
throat and face, then apply warm oil 
or tissue cream and leave on while 
exercising.

Bomber To Meet Winner 
of. ‘Elimination Series’ 
Involving Baer. 


LONDON, March 15.—)—Brown 
Bomber Joe Louis will show his fistic 
wares in London this summer if Brig- 
adier General Alfred Cecil Critchley’s 
promotorial plans materialize. 

Arriving home on the Savon Mary 
from a flying trip to t United 
States, the British promoter said 
Louis would fight on July 30 in the 
White City stadium against the win- 
ner of a current heavyweight elimina- 
tion series involving Max Baer, Ben 
Foord, Tommy Farr and Walter 
Neusel. 

Foord and Farr started off the se- 
ries tonight with their battle for the 
British empire heavyweight champion- 
skip. Baer will meet the winner, Farr, 
April 15 and the survivor of that one 
will take on the German, Neusel. 

“Louis will fight on a percentage 
basis in this country,” Critchley said, 
“because it is impossible for England 
to match the higher: prices which are 
in vogue in the United States.” 

The British promoter declined to re- 
veal what percentage of the receipts 
Louis would draw. Some experts 
guessed that he had promised Mike 
Jacobs, who holds an opfion on Louis’ 
services until 1940, fot less than 
$100,000 as the American negro’s 
share. 

However, some critics pointed out 
that if Baer were the winner of the 
elimination series there would be some 
doubt whether a Baer-Louis fight could 
be staged in England. They hesitated 
to believe that an all-American match, 
in White City or anywhere else in 
Fingland. could draw the $500,000 
gate estimated as necessary to make 
it a paying proposition.

Representative Dudley Taunton’s 
statement last night he was “going 
to try the” damnedest filibuster you 
ever saw” when the prohibition re- 
peal bill comes up for reconsideration 
Wednesday pointed toward a major 
parliamentary ‘battle in the. house of 
representatives.’ :

They likewise discarded plans for sale 
of mixed drinks at hotels, clubs and 
restaurants, and said they would ask 
only for sale of liquor at package 
stores. 

Representative G. C. Dugas, of 
White county, announced he was one 
of the group backing Taunton’s fili- 
buster plans. 

Representative Whipple, of Bleck- 
ley county, one member of a three-man 
steering committee for the drys, said 
“we will fight until every parliamen- 
tary procedure is exhausted. te 

He said, though “the word filibuster 
is not‘in my vocabulary.”

Utility 
shares made an ineffectual attempt to 
come back. Trading volume slackened 
to 1,770,000 shares, the lightest ses- 
sion of the month. Government bonds 
again eased off while commodities 
were mixed, grains and cottons featur- 
ing with fairly wide gains. 

The chief uncertainty in the market 
continues to be the wave of sit-down 
strikes affecting many major indus- 
tries. 

Corpotfation reports continue to war- 
rant  bullishness.. The International 
Nickel. Company of Canada, Ltd., re- 
ported 1986 earnings of $36,865°526, 
equivalent to $2.39 a share, compared | A 
with $26,086,527 in the preceding year 
or $1.65 a share.
